The culture of the rose is simple: 4 good sound loam, or ordinary good garden 
soil, well manured, will produce vigorous plants and fine flowers. The best time to 
apply the manure is in the autumn, when the soil may be covered four inches deep, 
and dug into the ground in spring. At the time of planting, too much manure near the 
roots should be avoided, rather adding a little sandy soil. Water freely in dry 
weather; prune out all the weak shoots, and head down the stronger ones to one or 
two feet. The most troublesome insect is the rose slug; but these may be easily 
killed by syringing with whale-oil soap.
